Fayette and Fairiield, He 
served but a single term, failing a. second election.

Stefnic lo Consider Surrender—Idea 


of a Kcvabllc Xot Glveti I'll,

ar-tl Wessels, tho 


Boor peace envoys, who were given a 
public reception recently at St. Paul, 
were shown a synopsis of the New 
York World's editorial to the effect 
that the Boers had .established theii 
honor, that further 'resistance undei 
the circumstances would be insane anO 
that guerrilla warfare is only a form 
of barbarism, and concluding by ad- 
vising the South African patriots to ac 
cep't the inevitable and close tlie war 
oil tlie best terms the British will con- 
cede. 


Both the commissioners, after reading 


it, expressed their appreciation of the 
kind intentions of The WcHd. 
. "It has been o\v greatest difficulty 
to make the American people under- 
stand the deep rooted patriotism that 
prevails among, the Boers. We do not 
know the condition in the Transvaal 
today; we do riot know that the Boers 
have suffered defeat. Each movement 
of tho British is heralded as a victory, 
while every movement of the Boers is 
recorded as a rout or retreat. 1 do not 
believe these reports are true. But this 
is cot the vital question. 


"Conceding, which 1 do not. that the 


Boer forci-s arc or will be crushed, the 
idea of a republic for tlie Transvaal 
has not beei: given up and never will 
be. Though it may be a hundred years 
before another opportunity Is given to 
strike- for independence, it ~;H be done. 
I shall not talk of terms oi peace. The 
English can never coftquer us so Ion 
as a man or an ox remains alive in the 
country." 


Mr. Wesseis said th.'it the party had 


fixed upon June -0 as the time for leav- 
ing the United States, but were not 
sure of that, as events might prolong 
their stay. Concerning:-the suggestion 
that the Boers make uev>» homes for 
themselves in America, Mr. ^Vessels 
says: 


"While we believe that the Boers will 


obtain freedom, or at least partial free- 
dom, 
within a year or so. if not at once, 


we are very uncertain as to the future. 
If any definite offer is made to us as 
the oflici.il representatives of the peo- 
ple in South Africa, we shall be glad 
to lay it before our people and give 
(hem 
an opportunity to decide. 
We 


like tlie country and the people. Were 
the Boors to come to America their 
trials would never be repeated. 


"But 1 do not think that all Boers 


would come, and 1 -doubt whether a 
majority of tlie Boers in the Orange 
Free State and iu the Transvaal would 
be ready to leave their adopted home. 
They are wining to trek farther into 
the interior if they have any assurance 
that the British flag will not follow 
them." 


The envoys say that since- they start- 


ed ou their mission -they have been un- 
der constant surveillance by detectives 
and secret service agents of the Brit- 
ish government.
